THE ISSUE. 


Did it ever occur to the average 
greenbacker that even if he should suc~ 
ceed in organizing a new party by di- 
viding the democracy that none of the 
sweeping reforms he proposes could be 
accomplished within the next three 
years? Until after the presidential 
election in 1880, greenback legislation 
at all radical in its character would 
be promptly vetoed by the de facto ex- 
ecutiva, The greenback doctrine can 
only succeed through the success of 
the democratic party. The most vital 
fiaancial issues have recently been 
made a part of the democratiu platform, 
and it is only through the democrats 
that the pretidential veto can be an- 
nulled and made ineffectual. Green- 
back lexislation will have to be grad - 
ual, The first movement of any im- 
portance, apart from the repeal 
of the resumption act, which is known 
as John Sherman’s contraction ma- 
chine, is that which contemplates the 
crippiing of the consolidated money- 
power represented by the national 
banks. This can only be done by dis- 
establishing them—by substituting 
greenbacks for national bank, notes. 
That is the first step. It is the issue 
before congress, in comparison to which 
other financial issues are insiguificant. 
It is a movement that not only looks to 
economy, but proposes}to break down 
and render inoccuous a very powerful 
money monopoly. Until this issue is 
decided in favor of the people, as it will 
be, unless the enthusiasm of the green- 
backers prompt them to wander off 
like Judge Pittman in search of 
the ignus fatuus of flit money, 
the gates to financial reform will 
be closed. It will be no great hardship 
to the banks to.be thus shorn of their 
currency, for, under carefully regulated 
state laws, they can be organized into 
state banks and thus become far more 
service able to the people than they are 
now. But nothing of this kind can be 
effected if the enthusiasm or the desire 
for office among the leading greenback 
men should impel them to make a ſu- 
tile attempt to organize a new party, 
Such an organization wouid not outlive 
the certain defeat of its leaders, but it 
might result in deferring to an indefinite 
period the reform in our finances that 
should be brought at out at the next 
session of congress. 


THE CONFADERATE TREASURY NOTES 


The treasury notes of the confedera- 
cy were in one respect fiat notes, The 
fiat of the confederacy was at their 
back; they rested solely “on the faith 
and resources” of the people. They 
were issued, as were che assignats, and 
as all fiat money ever has been and 
ever will be, according to the needs, 
real and fancied, of the government, 
instead of the wants of trade. The old 
result followed. The following record, 
prepared by a firm of Mobile bankers, 
shows the amount of confederate money 
required on the Ist, 10.h, and 20ch of 
each month to purchase $100 in gold 
or its eqnivalent in goods:

$973,000,000 of non interest bearing 
notes were at one time in circulation. 
This amount wae reduced by turning 
three dollars of the first issues into two 
of a new issne; but on the first of Oc- 
tober, 1864, thers weie $608 000,000 o 
treasury notes outstanding, besides 
$99,954,000 of 730 notes, and aboui 
$100,000,000 of call certificates, It is 
doubtful whether any later state- 
ment of the (currency issues 
of the confederacy can be found. It is 
however known that the volume of the 
currency was considerably increased 
during the remaining months of its 
existence, and it is safe to say that on 
the tenth day of April, 1865 —the date 
of the last quotation iu the foregoing 
table—there were one thourand mil. 
lions of currency in circulation in the

“MrN Schwarzenburg, who isa manufacture’ 
and wholesale dealer in stoves and tinware, 230 
Main street, Memphis, became frightened when 
a case of yellow fever made ite appearance on 
the same square where he resided—Poplar street 
we believe—and fan away with his wile 
and tamily, comaisting of two boys and five 
girls, twoof the later being married. Mrs. 
Schwarzenburg. it is said, was so frightened that

From Memphis, a telegram stating that the 
steamer supplying the route between Memphis 
and é4rkausas City, is laid up on account of the 
fever, and will not run again probably for sev- 
eral weeks.” 

From Morton, Miss., a telegram announces 
that au ordinance of that city probibits ihe pul» 
ting off of any but first class mail coming from 
infected cities.

There can 
be no danger {from euch a cause; and it seems 
senseless to create a panicky feeling about it. 
A BOLD PROPOSITION 

was made by some persons; we learn, to have 
the sick man removed even from Dr. Wesimore- 
land’s office. They seemed to have an idea that 
his presence there was dangerous and they could 
forey his removal, The brave old doctor, how- 
ever, thinks differently and remarked to our re 
porter:

FROM THE MIs? ISSIPPI. 

Colonel L M Tesreil, me superintendent of the 
railway mail service, has received the following 
advices : 

From Memphis, a telegram stating that the 
steamer supplying the route between Memphis 
and 4rkausas City, is laid up on account of the 
fever, and will not run again probably for sev- 
eral weeks.” 

From Morton, Miss., a telegram announces 
that au ordinance of mat city prohibits the put- 
ting off of any but first class mail coming from 
infected cities. 

Similar telegrams bave been received from 
other points. The mails in the soutnewest are 
greatly disturbed by the prevalence of the fever 
but Col. Terrell is regulating them to the best of 
his ability. 

A HEROIC POSTMASTER. 

Colonel Terreii aiso showed our reporter a let- 
er from W I Cole, the postmaster of Grenada, 
giving a most Cistressing account of the condl- 
uon ofs fairs there. He says that only aboui 
800 persous are left in the city; many of these 
are in bed with the fever; the death rate is about 
ten a day ani nive out of ten cases prove fatal. 
The banks and bus ness houses are all closed 
and the only active people are the — doc- 
tors and undertakers 

He also says that his assistant is dead and asks 
for advice as to what course be shall himself 
pursue, stating that he is ready to stick to his 
post and do all that duty may demand. He be- 
ways anxiety, but no fear, and Col Terrell has 
sent him liberal instructions.
